Core drilling for diamonds in 
the Kimberlite dikes on Ison 


supplemented by three other 
types of machinery to be installed 
within 30 days, members of the 
exploration company said Tues¬ 
day following a meeting in Ash¬ 
land Monday night. 

New machinery to be brought 
to the mining operation will in¬ 
clude a shovel, bulldozers and a 
machine for washing the dig¬ 
gings. 

Meanwhile, members of the 
firm said they had given an op 
tion to a St. Louis firm on 130 
acres of the 400-acre Matthew 
Sellers tract near Stephens, scene 
of the exploration. 

In addition to the St. Louis firm 
other geologists have visited the 
scene and are interested in the 
explorations. Geologists from 
Michigan visited the operations 
last week-end. 

Core drilling in the Kimberlite 
dikes on Ison Creek and Hamil¬ 
ton Branch was started six weeks 
ago by a firm of Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky attorneys and geologists. 
One hole has already been sunk 
400 feet and specimens from the 
cores removed from the hole have 
been sent to an assay office in 
the East for full analysis. No re¬ 
port of the analysis has been re¬ 
vealed publicly. 

Members of the firm that start¬ 
ed exploration of the Kimberlite 
dikes are Judge John A. Keck of 
Sandy Hook, Coleman Hunter, 
geologist for the Kentucky-West 
Virginia Gas Corporation; Wood- 
son Diamond of Somerset, geo¬ 
logist and owner of the core¬ 
drilling machinery; Attys. Thos. 
and Jack Pliipps of Ashland, and 
C. E. Bowling of Somerset. 

Site of the drilling is in Hamil¬ 
ton Branch near Stephens and 
about a quarter of a mile from 
the site where the Kentucky Kim¬ 
berlite Diamond Mining Company 
started drilling operations m 191C. 

The 1910 exploration was halt! 
ed by the first World War and by 
lack of finance. 

The new exploration by core 
drilling is just over the hiy from 
Ison Creek where another group 
sank a shaft to a depth of 72 feet 
in 1885. The shaft was being sunk 
by hand 70 years ago. and work¬ 
ers stopped their digging when 
they heard the earth rumbling, 
never to return. 

Present operation is on a 400- 
acre tract leased from the heirs 
of Samuel Sellers of Baltimore, 
Md. Sellers’ father. Matthew Scl- 
ers of Baltimore, purchased the 
land in the 1880’s shortly after 
the first geological survey of the 
region was released. 

Judge Keck obtained the lease 
on the 400-acre Sellers tract a 
few months ago, and interestti 
others in the possibilities. 

The Kimberlite dikes on Ism 
Creek and Hamilton Branch in 
eastern Elliott county have Ion? 
interested geologists and prospec¬ 
tors. 

The dikes are described by geo 
logists to be of a formation ex¬ 
actly like that in the Kimberly 
diamond mines of South Africa. 
The dikes, geologists say. were 
formed by molten lava forced up 
from the bowels of the earth by 
a volcano that only partly erupt¬ 
ed. Four such dikes are shown on 
the area Two

The geologist went on to report: 

■That this should have occur- 
led in a country where thousands 
of prospectors all keen on the 
discovery of a diamond mine, 
were pursuing their investigations 
with great skill and patien e 
demonstrates that it is quite pos¬ 
sible that payable diamond mines 
may exist in Elliott County, Ken¬ 
tucky, where probably no single 
resident is sufficiently acquainted 
with the occurrence or characte r - 
istic of a diamond to enable hi n 
to identify a stone which he might 
pick up " 

In 1903. the Kimberlite ou‘- 

ropping in Elliott County a’- 
tracted the attention of David 
Draper, a geologist from the South 
African diamond fields 

After investigating the Ken¬ 
tucky Kimberlite occurrences, the 
Johannesburg geologist concluded 

'I have not come across a more 
iavorable locality for cheap w ork¬ 
ing and in which an immense 
quantity of decomposed mineral 
could be mined and treated ill 
order to test its value as a dia¬ 
mond producer.” 

Finally, he wrote: 

•‘I may be allowed to state that 
a similar occurrence of Kimber¬ 
lite had been discovered in South 
Africa, no expense would have 
been spared in order to prove 
the existence of diamonds in pay¬ 
able quantities. 

“No one can say definitely that 
diamonds will be found in pay¬ 
able quantities in the Kentucky 
Kimberlite, but my opinion is 
that this occurrence of mineral, 
identical to that contained in the 
South African diamond-bearing 
pipes is worthy of an exhaustive 
test and I hereby recommend it 
to the favorable consideration of 
the public of the United States of 
America.” 

It has been 52 years since Da¬ 
vid Draper made his report and 
only now are people getting 
around to find out for certain if 
there’s diamonds in them thar 
hills.

In both the general 
mass, as well as the accessory 
material and foreign inclusions, 
there is the most remarkable sim- 
| llarity with the South African 
Kimberlite. So much so that it is 
impossible to distinguish the Ken- 
I tucky mineral from that of the 
South African ‘pipes.’ Not only 
1 are similar minerals to be found 
| therein but they occur in a dis¬ 
tinctly similar manner 

“Every special characteristic of 
the South African minerals can he 
duplicated abundantly in the Ken¬ 
tucky Kimberlite." 

Continuing his report on "The 
Kentucky Kimberlite Pipes,” the 
geologist says: 

“The garnets, ilminite, olivine, 
diopside and mica occur in the 
same form, and show the distinct 
kelyphite rings so characteristic 
of the South African occurrences 
The included masses of foreign 
rocks are similar in composition 
and form.

added manpower to the industrial labor force. 
Many ex-farmers have better clothes and their 
children more modem schools. 

But there have been losses, no less great for 
being intangible. Should a national farm pro¬ 
gram, then, aim at "keeping 'em dow.i on the 
farm”? Indirectly, many present legislative plans 
are geared to do that. Directly they aim to pro¬ 
tect the small farmer from competition by the 
big, mechanized farm factories. The price-sup¬ 
port measures, for instance, try to guarantee the 
marginal farmer prices above his cost of produc¬ 
tion. But often the factory farm can halve these 
costs. 

This means that the "big fellows" get gov¬ 
ernment payments which mean 100 per cent 
profit in order for the little fellow to get enough 
to keep going. It also means that surpluses are 
piled on surpluses. More and more it begins to 
appear that price-support plans give most of the 
help where it isn’t needed. So. although there is 
some agitation for still higher supports, many 
thoughtful farmers seek a better plan. 

How find a means for helping the small family 
farm without a costly subsidy to the giant fac¬ 
tory farm One proposal calls for limiting the 
size of price-support payments to any farmer. 
This would cut bonuses to factory farms while 
still aiding liie "Io.ue iciiow.' Another tuiori is 
to help farmers find more income sources out¬ 
side the farm. Already people living on farms 
get about one-fourth of their income elsewhere. 
Possibly the plan for withdrawing land from use 
in a "soil bank” could be shaped to give special 
aid to the farm family. 

This genera! approach to farm problems de¬ 
serves more attention. For it could save money 
now going into unnecessary subsidies to big sur¬ 
plus producers and at the same time help the 
family farm which produces the mosrt important 
crop of all—farm people.

Yet 
there is reason to believe that the most valuable 
farm crop is farm people. 

Students of American life agree that the 
family farm is a most useful social institution. 
The contributions farming as a way of life has 
made to the moral and physical well being of 
the nation are hard to overestimate. But this is 
a diminishing crop. Today the number of Amer¬ 
icans living on farms is less than three-fourths 
the number only 15 years ago. Just since 1950 
some 3,000,000 people have left the land. 

The fact is that the industrial revolution has 
reached the farm. Mechanization is turning much 
of agriculture into a factory process. In general, 
it spells larger and larger farms, fewer and few¬ 
er farmers. The movement is not all loss. Econ¬ 
omists believe it has made for efficiency and
